This Fire hath hoppen'd in ſome 
Mountains and Hills, which hath conſu- 
med them, that they are now lower 
then.the Valieys that were on cack {ide 
of them ; and fome other Mountains, 
on whoſe ſides were Hedges, Ditches, 
Trecs, ©c. are now ran down into the 
Valleys upon other Perſons Lands, and 
covered them, that none knows theit 
own Bounds, or own Crounds or 
Bounds where it fo SOPPenre - and Ex- 
ceeding greatTrees is now growing in the 
ſaid Valleys, which were three YWeeoks be 
fore growing in theſe natural Plains or 
Hills ſides, Monntains, cc. The like in 
thoſe parts, all ales, Eng/zad and 
Scotland, or Ireland was never heard of.
